National Shorthorn Youth Expo 2014 Conditions of Entry 

In sianino the entry forms, you are accepting these conditions. 



1. Entrants turning 25 during 2014 will be eligible, irrespective of the event being held after their actual 
birthday. Minimum competitor's age is 6 years as at SP'^ December 2014. All other age groups will be 
determined by their age after entries close. 

2. To be eligible, heifers must be under tlxe age of 24 months (born after 6^^ October 2012) and over 6 months 
of age (born before 6"' April 2014). No heifers outside these ages will be accepted. 

3. All heifers must be registered with tfieir appropriate Shorthorn breed society 

4. All heifers must be tattooed in accordance with the rules of the Shorthorn Society of Australia. 

5. All heifers must be identified with an NLIS device which must be attached and displayed at all times. The 
NLIS PIC code must be provided on competitors entry form. 

6. All heifers must be from Government certified T.B. and Brucellosis free herds. Documentation as to free 
status must be produced on arrival. Before unloading and accompanied by a Bovine Jolmes status certificate. 

7. All animals must be tested for Pestivirus and noted on entty forms Documentation must be given on arrival. 

8. All exhibits must have an acceptable temperament and be broken to lead. This will be subject to inspection. 
Nose clips and neck straps are compulsoty. Nose clips must be worn whenever animals are being led. 

9. No entrant will be permitted to exhibit more than two animals. 

10. Classes for the heifer competition will be determined after entries close. 

11. Children under the age of 12 may be accompanied by their buddy during led classes if required. Buddies will 
also assist in general care and preparation of the heifer. 

12. Preparation of all heifers for judging must be carried out by competitors only. This will be strictly 
supervised. 

13. Entrants are to supply their own cattle gear and equipment. 

14. Initial bedding will be provided free by the organisers. A limited supply of extra bedding will be available at 
cost. 

15. No stud displays will be permitted in the shed, e.g. Stud signs, curtaining etc. 

16. All exhibitors' electrical equipment must have an In-line Circuit breaker and all power leads must have a tag 
from a registered electrician as required by law. 

17. Alcohol will be permitted in certain areas and times at the committee's discretion. The committee will not 
tolerate underage drinking. However, in the case of school groups, it is up to the school supetvisor to control 
and administer appropriate punishment if need be. 

18. Camping facilities are available with limited adult supeivision. 

19. All exhibitors sleeping on the showground will not be permitted to leave the showground without official 
permission. Any persons not involved with the Expo will be requested to leave the showground before 1 0pm. 

20. Heifers with calves at foot will be permitted to enter, but during the heifer judging calves must remain in the 
shed. 

21. All complaints to do with the Expo must be forwarded in writing to the President of the Shorthorn Youth 
Club of Australia, after the event. 

22. The committee reserves the right to alter the proposed programme. 

23. Membership of $11 is to be paid directly to the Shorthorn Beef Office. The membership form can be obtained 
from http://www.shorthorn.com.au/youthclub/ by clicking on the membership form tab. 

24. Steers must be at least 50% shorthorn. 

25. Bred owned and exhibited animals must be registered to the Parader under their prefix. 

26. Entiyfees are $125.00 for all competitors Competitors have the option to pay an extra $60 which provides 
them with all meals for the duration of the show.
